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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 1-19 are pending and subject to restriction. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9 drawn to a process of treatment of cells in cell culture, classified in Class 
435, subclass 173.1, for example. 

II. Claim 10 drawn to a cell culture apparatus, classified in Class 435, subclass 285.2, for 
example. 

III. Claims 11-19 drawn to accelerating the production of a vaccine, classified in Class 
424, subclass 184.1, for example. 

Inventions I/III and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
apparatus as claimed can be used for growing plants. 

Inventions I and III are directed to related processes of culturing cells. The related 
inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the nature of the cells is not 
necessarily the same; the cells can be yeast, bacteria, mammalian cells, plant cells, insect cells, 
protozoa, fungi, etc. In addition the effect or results obtained is different, i.e., biomass and a 
vaccine, respectively. 

The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other as they 
have acquired a separate status in the art and require independent searches, particularly with 
regard to the literature searches. Clearly, a reference which would anticipate one of the above 
groups would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious any of the others. 

An undue burden would ensue from the examination of multiple methods which have 
distinct steps and end points. Burden lies not only in the search of US Patents, but in the search 
for literature and foreign patents and examination of the claim language and specification for 
compliance with the statutes concerning new matter, distinctness and scope of enablement. 

For these reasons restriction for examination purposes is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
